Wet proposals ranged from measures 
for repeal of the teenth amend- 
ment and the V act to legaliza- 
tion of light beer and’ wine. 

The bill to repeal was introduced in 
the senate by Senator Edward I. Ed- 
wards [Dem., N. J.], and two bills pro- 
viding for the amendment and lib 
eralization of the Volstead law were 
introduced by Senator Walter E. Edge 
{Rep., N. J.). 

Would Repeal Whole Act. 
Senator Edwards’ bill reads as fol- 


“Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives that an act to 
prohibit intoxicating beverages and to 


regulate the manufacture, production, |: 


use and sale of high proof spirits for 
other than beverage purposes and to 
insure an ample supply of alcohol and 
promote its use in scientific research 
and in the development of fuel, dye 
and other lewful industries, the short 
title of which is the ‘ national prohibi- 
tion act,’*be and the’ same is hereby 
repealed.”
